military training program, or should be designed along 
the lines of the former C.C.C. 

The basic idea is that every young man between the 
approximate ages of 18-23 should give at least one year of 
service to the government. “‘At least’? one year could mean 
two years, three years, or even more. 

Such a measure runs counter to American traditions 
and to well established political beliefs of the country. 
Our democracy was founded on the principle that the 
government should serve the people. A peace-time draft 
measure would make the American people serve the gov- 
ernment. 

The many young men being graduated from high 
schools would be deprived of the opportunity to enter 
immediately upon study for their desired and intended 
profession, and the colleges, which have suffered during 
war-time would experience an even greater decline. Many 
believe that the program isn’t actually needed since 
methods of war change rapidly and the training would 
soon be obsolete. Others believe that the Boy Scouts or 
similar youth groups could be used to a better advantage. 

History has proved that democracy and militarism 
are incompatible. We are fighting for world freedom. 
Let’s not lose it here !—L.B.
